train from Detroit to Chicago ran into 
un eaetbound freight on the siding early 
this morning, wrecking both engines, 
coaches and sleeper. Twelve were taken 
out dead, and cigbten or twenty more 
arc thought to he in the debris. 


KiNGKiiuiiv, IiuL, September 22. — 


Eleven bloody objects, Borne torn und 
mangled beyond the semblance of Im- 
munity, and a score of bleeding and 
bruised victims lire the awful results of 
this morning's' horror occurring at this 
little village on the Detroit division of 
the Wabash railway.

Crushed and splintered timber and 


broken trues rods, warped and fractured 
trucks, two giant locomotives disman- 
tled and literally welded together attest 
in the fearful fatality of. the awful ru- 
sulla of one man's carelessness. 


Tlie calamity is directly attributable 


to Brnkcuum Herbert Thompson's care- 
lessness. He disappeared, and all ef- 
forts to lind him have thus far been in 
vain. 


Vestibule train 55 from Detroit to 


Chicago, was running in two sections, 
and was to pass this B tut Ion at 4.40 a.m. 
Fast freight 1(2 was on the siding here 
waiting to let fi5 pass. The first suction 
of 55 passed at 5.15, and hv a whistle 
called the attention of the freight crew 
to the second a'ction. The engineer re- 
plied, but it soeniH llrakeman Thompson 
did not notice the nignal, and went 
ahead and opened the switch for 1)2 to 
leave. 
Ho had hardly done this before 


tho second si'ctioji of 55 was seen bear- 
ing down. ThonipHoii appeared to be 
paraly/ed. Swerving to the left, the 
ponderous mass of Bleel, drawing its 
precious load, lunged heavily into the 
uniting freight train with a horrible 
crash. 


Tin- result of the crash was fearful and

Nearly all the passengers were asleep, 
and the suddenness of the crash HO 
dazed Lha unfortunates that for a few 
minutes all was Ktill save the sound of 
escaping steam, hut noon 
agonixing 


screams of wounded and dying rent the 
air. A few of the uninjured hud pres- 
ence of mind to make an effort to rescue 
the imprisoned victims, and with the 
arrival of a number of residents tho 
work of releasing the hapless victims 
was eoon under way. Owing tt) the huge 
nines into wnich the wreck waa piled it 
was a prodigious undertaking, and it 
was some hours before the last of tho 
living wi-re removed and the 
dead 


finally extracted. 


The dead as fast as they were taken 


from the wreck were laid hoside the 
track pending the removal to the under- 
takers, while the injured were cared for 
at the nearest residences. 


William Suidal of Sun Fnimm-o had 


an almost miraculous escape from a hor- 
rible dcatli. He was silting near the 
middle of the smoker and in the same 
scat a friend, Charles Itiorlic. "Charlie 
und I were about half asleep," saidSeidcl, 
"when the crash came. 1 could not im- 
agine what happened. 1 felt mvsclf 
thrown high in tho air and T ihen 
struck tho ground fully sixty feet from 
where our coach was and found myself 
badly bruised, but not seriouelv hurt. I 
at once began looking for Bicrbc and 
soon BUW him taken from under the 
ruins frightfully crushed. He had been 
instantly killed. 1 think I was thrown 
through the roof of the car. 
My clothes 


were torn and my face scratched." 


He will take Bicrbc's body home to 


San Francisco tomorrow. He is adealcr 
in horses and bus lived in California for 
several veara. 


A Cutting Scrape. 


SAX FBASRIKCO, September 22. — A 


frightful" cutting scrape occurred tliia 
morning between negroes, in which one, 
William Dows, a cook, was fatally cut 
by his brother-in-law, William Harris, a, 
barber. The men were on Sutler street 
and called Mrs. Harris to them in order 
to have a talk. Dows, her brother, he- 
pan to abuse her and finally slapped her 
face. Harris pulled a razor from his 
boot just as Dows started to run. He 
was caught by his assailant, who, plac- 
ing his arm around Dows' head, contin- 
ued to slash him until Dows hung limp 
in his arms, the blood (lowing in tor- 
rents from four gaping wounds. At tho 
receiving hospital a piece of the razor 
waa found sticking in Dows1 cheekbone. 
The wounds aro undoubtedly fatal. 


Poverty Causes Suicide. 


OAKLAND, September 22. — P. Wales 


suicided last night at a hotel on Eighth 
street. He waa a forty-niner, a native 
of Syracuse, N. Y., and was noted as 
being the oldest Freemason in Alameda 
county. He had held numerous posi- 
tions of credit both in the subordinate 
and in the grand lodge. He had been 
employed in times past by a macadam- 
izing company, but recently was out of 
work, and his suicide is attributed to 
poverty. He first tried to chloroform 
himself and then shot himself in the 
mouth. He

several 
notes to 


friends and in one of them flaid, "If I 
find Slicer on the other side I will try 
nml let ^ou know." Ho referred to 
Hugh Sheer, his friend and employer 
who died a year or two ago. 


HUKSOS AYIIKS, September 22.— There

These 
rules do not apply to property withli 
the corporate limits of the city of Fres- 
no, or hay or grain standing in fields or 
stored in public warehouses.

SUICIDE. 


EAFABL SOTO TAKES THE SHOT 


«UN ROUTE. 


Witnesses Testified There Was No 


Cause For tltu Deed— The 


Inquest, 


Coroner Stephens returned yesterday 


rom Cantua canyon, where he held an 
nqncst on the body of Kufucl Solo, u 
Mexican, who was found dead in Victor 
'crc/.'s corral laat Monday afternoon. 
When found it was discovered that 


he top of Solo's head was nearly blown 
off, and a shotgun lying by htm showed 
>y what instrumentality the deed bad 
icon accomplished. 


Soto was working for Pore/., whose 


vifu is a relative of Solo's. Perc/. stated 
it the inquest that Soto left the house: 
ibout 4 o'clock in the afternoon to shoot 
quirrcls. 
About 4,30 o'clock Solo's body was 


ound in the corral. A part of his head 
viis nearly blown off. 
By him lay the 


hotgun he had taken with him. A 
wither string was tied to the trigger, 
.he end being in Solo's hand. Ife knew 
of no reason why Soto should kill him- 
ulf, as he had no trouble. 
Pcrex'a reputed wife when called upon 


to testify gave her name as Dolores Soto. 
The cDroner reminded her that being 
I'ere/.'s wife her name must he Peru/, 
but she would not have it that way. 
Her persistence gave rise lo the suspi- 
cion that she and Percy, ure not legally 
married. She stated she heard the shot 
ired, hut did not think any one was 
killing himself. Abouttwcnly-five min- 
utes after hearing the report of the gun 
she went to the corral to feed the pigs 
and found Solo's body. 


The coroner's jury brought in a ver- 


dict that Soto came to his death from a 
gunshot wound inflicted by himself 
with suicidal intent. The number of 
suicides without cause acorn to bn on the 
increase and the circumstances in such 
cases should be thoroughly examined 
into.

of prison philosopher, and after observ- 
ing crime from the standpoint of an in- 
mate of prison, publishes the following 
intelligent observation^: 


To the Edilor of- tho Examiner— Sir 


mils and a practical method for treating 
them : 


nals is a failure. 
Criminals are dividet 


into seven classes, each of them having 
different ways of injuring the com- 
munity. 


First class— Drunkards. Individuals 


belong to this class who, by neglecting 
what is intrusted to them by others and 
by the liberal use of profane and obscene 
words, make themselves a nuisance 
while in an intoxicated condition. By 
our present methods of treatment the 
drunkard is made worse. He is placed 
in jail, where he has comfortable quar- 
ters, good food and medicine, if he needs 
it. Jle lias nulhing to do, and he leaves 
prison with a loss of respect for himself 
und without any effort being made to 
cure him. 


Second class— Hobos arc a class of men 


who want to make people believe that 
this world owes them a living without 
working for it. By pretending to want 
work they interfere with mc'ii that are 
willing lo work, and by hanging around 
tho homes of our people while the hus- 
band or father is away they terrorize 
our wives and daughters. Our present 
mode of treatment encourages them in 
their habits, for when they are in jail, 
where they are well fed, they fdrm what 
is known as the kangaroo court, by 
which they rob drunks who are confined 
with them. During cold weather prison 
life is a paradise to them, for they have 
nothing to do. At other times they are 
confined in jail over night, und, after 
they have had a good breakfast, they 
are taken before u justice of the peace 
und kindly given a floater (told to go 
ind live off the community as they did 
Ijefore), while the constable who made 
the arrest pockets $2.50 pur head from 
the county treasury: und if the amount 
equals the Bum that he ia allowed by 
:aw ho charges the next hobo with mis- 
demeanor, which is agreed to by that 
worthy for a flask of whisky. The con- 
stable gets a feu and the hobo gets u 
floater. 


Third class— Petty larceny thieves arc 


generally youthful offenders, who think 
.t is awful smart to lake what belongs 
mothers without paving for it. In jail 
they associate with" older persons who 
ire hardened in crime, und to whom 
Lhey look up with admiration, and they 
leave prison in u worse condition mor- 
ally than when they entered it. 


Fourth class — Grand larceny thieves 


who prey on the community, H ton ling 
horsesl cattle und other valuable prop- 
erly, including hank funds, and who 
very often injure the cause of religion 
by posing an shining lights 
of 
tho 


church und Sunday school superintend- 
ents, and who forget or disregard the 
scriptural injunction, "Behold, vour mn 
will find you out." 


Fifth class— Men with depraved mor- 


ils, who ruin innocent girls under pre- 
<CIIHU of marriage, and should be re- 
tarded as the most con tempi! bio und 
lungcrous criminals in the community. 


Sixth class — Stage and train robbers. 


Uen of this class commit crime for the 
ove of notoriety und to have petty erhn- 
mils look up to them us herons. 


Seventh class — Murderers. 
Men of 


.his class are either brutally depraved or 
nsanc, and should he placed where thev 
cannot endanger the lives of innocent 
>eople.

Senator Perkins' dispatch, the congress- 
ional commilU'e on ways and means has 
decided lo hear no oral testimony after 
the 20th of this month upon the tariff 
question, but \vill receive documentary 
evidence until the 20th of next month, 
it behooves the raisin men to bestir 
themselves in getting up documentary 
evidence to forward lo the committee. 
Nothing bus been done rs yet by rnisi 
men in this matter of tariff representa- 
tion before that committee, and the 
dealers and speculators in raisins in 
New York having, for a long lime been 
before that committee with testimony 
showing the salient points of their side 
of the question, we, tho raisin growers, 
and all men whose business in any way 
is affected by the raisin industry ,shou1d 
at once earnestly go to work ana present 
our side of the story. 
Therefore I 


would suggest the following plan of pro- 
cedure : 


Let the eommilteo appointed by the 


raisin growers' tariff meeting, held at 
Fresno yesterday cmplov the most tal- 
ented men possible to collect data which 
should set forth Ihe condition of these 
localities of the country previous lo the 
growing of fruit and raisins, in a com- 
parative sense, with tlie prosperous 
state of affairs now, that their pro- 
ductive soils have been planted in fruit 
iitul raisins. The value of taxable prop- 
erty and Ihe population befoip and after 
should be shown, and Unit the character 
of climate and soil are better adapted 
for fruit and raisin,growing than that of 
wheat or other products because of the 
want of snHicient rains, and the neces- 
sity of irrigation. 


Tlie expenditure of a large amount of 


labor, time and money in the construc- 
tion ot irrigation canals and works to 
leiid water upon these lands, and the 
groat expense in laving out colonies, 
construi'ting local ditches, buying trees 
and vines, cultivating and caring for the 
same constantly, at work winter and 
summer for years before any income 
is or was realized, should be pointedly 
stated; and the high nr^ of land paid, 
in some cases $100 peffBHIc for nuiin- 
"pTOved, the cost of leveling or grading 
the same to make it suitable for plant- 
ing; the large number of mortgages 
now on these lands, and the high inter- 
est paid on money; these and all points 
going to show the great amount of la- 
bor, time and money expended and the 
great cost in maintafning and curing for 
such systems of irrigation and care of 
orchards aud vineyards, should be de- 
scribctl fnllv, as well »fl that labor is 
here much higher than in Spain, whose 
raisins compute with ours. 


Tlie prosperous villages, towns and 


cities sprung up since the starting of 
these industries. Hchoolhuuses, colleges, 
churches, upd the many public build- 
buildings and other improvements, are 
the result of fruit and raisin growing. 
The large amount of business of iul 
kmd8 depending 
almost 
exclusively 


upon these industries, nnd that this is 
tiotn manufacturing county, should bo 
[orcihly and clearly stated; also, that if 
the fruit and raisin industries am per- 
mitted to be destroyed because of insuf- 
ficient protection, all of the above men- 
tioned improvements nnd the high state 
]f civilization in these fruit niul raisin 
ocjilitics will be ruined with them, and 
tlt'i county will sink into the same con- 
dition that it was found in before the 
fruit and raisin industries were in exist- 
ence, and that the whole people in 
these districts will bu hopelessly ruined 
Utmnciallv. 


It should bo shown that because of HO 


many expenses in connection with the 
industry that ruisinc on an nvonijro, cost 
the producer about 3 cents per pound in 
tlie sweat box laid down at Fresno and 
no profit to tlie grower, that then there 
are yet further expenses in packing, 
handling, shipping (freight cast being 
high) nnd selling before the raisins reach 
the wholesaler or consumer. Finallv it 
should be shown that since the Califor- 
nia raifiins were brought inlothceastcrn 
market in com petition with the .Spanish 
product, the price of raisins has been 
lowered, and that if the duty is lowered 
and the California industry destroyed, 
tlie price of Spanish rnmhiH will be 
raised to the prices charged previous lo 
the California raisins entering the mar- 
ket- 


All of the above points and others 


should clearly, emphatically anil us con- 
cisely BH possible be tabulated in a cir- 
cular which should be printed and pre- 
sented to the committee on ways and 
means, which has now the tariff bill un- 
der consideration. 


In conclusion, I would suggest also in 


thi> matter of raising the funds needed 
to defray expenses, that in addition lo 
what can bu collected Irom growers, 
bankers and business men, a committee 
IMJ appointed lo call upon the railway 
company, or that it be addressed in 
writing for a contribution and I am 
sure that th_e company will contribute 
liberally as it is to its interest more than 
to that of any other single individual, or 
company, so far as the amount of prolit 
IR concerned, to prevent the fruit and 
raisin 
industry 
from being ruined. 


Take away the freight paid fort lie ship- 
ping of fruit and raisins over their roads 
nnd the railroad company in common 
with the producers and many others wit' 
become bankrupt.

Tenement ami Apartment. 


The distinction between an apartment 


house and. 11 tenement houso is Eome- 
wliat hazy until tho etymology "of tho 
two words is considered. "Tenement" 
is derived from tho Latin verb "tenure" 
(to hold) and is the name properly given 
to a building that is designed to hold or 
to give shelter to tho largest possible 
number of persons at the lenst possible 
cost to each individual tenant. "Apart- 
ment," however, is an anglicized deriva- 
tion of another Latin verb, "paraero" 
(to divide), and with equal propriety is 
applied to a dwelling house, of which 
the structural and social intent is to sep- 
arate family from family and to gratify 
tho desire for privacy that every house- 
hold naturally feels, at tho earno time 
reducing tho expense of that gratifica- 
tion to a low estimate that is practica- 
blot only through co-operation in tho 
fixed charges of domestic management.
